Argentina, Australia, Chad, Chile, China, France, 
Jordan, Fithuania, Fuxembourg, Nigeria, Republic 
of Korea, Russian Federation, Rwanda, United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
and United States of America 

The President ( spoke in French ): There were 15 
votes in favour. The draft resolution has been adopted 
unanimously as resolution 2192 (2014). 

The Security Council has thus concluded the present 
stage of its consideration of the item on its agenda.
